of the State of Illinois, condi­ 
tions as provided by law.

board decided that it had no money 
with which to finance Camp Rein- 
berg this year, and the state re­ 
lief commission also turned a deaf 
ear, Superintendent Stanley O’Car- 
rol was not discouraged but looked 
about for a way by which the camp 
could be opened this summ er and 
conducted in its usual manner, giv­ 
ing ten-day vacations to 3,000 or 
more wards of the county, of which 
there ale more this year than ever 
before. 
The camp was opened Wednesday 
of this week and 435 children and 
mothers are receiving fresh coun­ 
try air and nourishing food as a re­ 
sult of the work of Mr. O’Carrol 
and others interested in the work 
at Camp Reinberg. 
How it was 
done is a real story, and 
proves 
again that if the cause is just and 
its friends have optimism, “it can 
be done.” 
After the county board was forc­ 
ed to turn a deaf ear to the appro­ 
priation for Camp Reinberg and 
the state relief commission like­ 
wise turned down the 
plea, Mr. 
O’Carrol and his friends went to 
work in earnest with the result th at 
the County Board appointed a com­ 
mittee composed of Peter M. Roily, 
Mrs. Sears and Mrs. Plumb to see 
if the camp could be financed with­ 
out a direct appropriation. 
The State relief commission made 
an appropriation of $7,500 for food 
for the entire camp period. Vari­ 
ous charitable and county agencies 
gave up part of their 
appropria­ 
tions to Camp Reinberg. 
The paid 
employees of the camp voluntarily 
took a 25 per cent 
cut. 
Major 
Quinlan of the Highway 
depart­ 
ment offered a truck for the use of 
the camp. 
St. Luke’s hospital pro­ 
vided two nurses in the persons of 
Misses Vanlew and Everett. 
It was found that 
the cots be­ 
longing to the camp had been loan­ 
ed to shelter houses of the County 
and were still in use; likewise a 
large part of the blankets had been 
taken for use of 
other charitable 
agencies. 
To replace these would 
cost a thousand dollars. 
Maj.-Gen. 
Frank Parker of the 6th corps 
area supplied 500 cots and 1,000 
blankets. 
A number of volunteer workers 
were secured and it was only a 
week ago that 
it was definitely 
known that the camp could open. It 
usually takes the camp workers 16 
days to get the place in readiness 
for the first arrivals. 
It was done 
in four days, Supt. O’Carrol and 
his helpers worked even as late as 
3:00 a. rn. one morning and other 
nights until after midnight, 
The first contingent of 435 per­ 
sons arrived over the North West­ 
ern railroad for the camp. Presi­ 
dent Fred W. Sargent of the rail­ 
road agreed to transport the moth­ 
ers and children to Camp Reinberg 
for a sum required to pay for the 
seivice of the train crews. 
This 
will amount to a saving of about 
$900 for the time the camp will be 
open this summer. 
The camp was 
renovated and 
prepared for occupancy under the 
direction of Capt. Charles Sauers, 
superintendent of the forest pre­ 
serves at a saving of more than 
$1,500. 
The Cook county bureau of pub­ 
lic 
welfare 
joined 
with 
other 
agencies in raising the remainder 
of the amount required to continue 
the work which the commissioners 
deemed necessary to the health of 
thousands of mothers and children.

In the ordinary use of the word we 
think of “conservative” and 4 
gressive” as opposite terms.

of the word 
when used of a bank,

gressive.

There are very few* individuals 
who do not at some time or an­ 
other, get “out of the perpendicu­ 
lar” when attem pting to pass judg­ 
ment upon some 
financial m atter 
of importance to their success. En­ 
thusiasm may tlRow the load too 
far forward. 
Fear, lack of knowl­ 
edge or experience, 
may 
sway 
them too far the other way and 
keep them from 
embarking 
in 
what might well be a successful 
enterprise. 
At such junctures the 
conservative counsel ot’*i good bank 
supplies the steadying quality that 
is most needed.

Be “Beautiful” To 
Give Quality Crop 


Farmers Feeding 


More Sheaf Oats 


To Cut Expenses 


Urbana, 111.— Fifty years ago at 
least one Illinois 
farm er, N. E. 
Franklin, of McLean county, sta rt­ 
ed feeding sheaf oats and thereby 
saved threshing bills. 
More farm ­ 
ers are turning to this practice with 
good results, now that they can 
not afford to pay two or three cents 
a bushel for threshing oats at pres­ 
ent grain prices, says E. T. Rob­ 
bins, livestock extension specialist 
of the College of Agriculture, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
Franklin, who 
uses 
the sheaf 
oats for his beef cattle, says that 
the bill for threshing 
and extra 
help is saved, the grain and rough­ 
age are combined and a good bone 
is produced in tho young cattle. He 
has topped the 
Chicago 
market 
each year for 
the past 
15 years 
with his fat yearlings. 
I he practice 
of 
feeding sheaf 
oats also is strongly advocated by 
the College of Agriculture, as a 
lesult of its experiences wffth the 
plan. 
Robbins 
said. 
Each 
year 
considerable nim room on the col­ 
lege farm is tilled with sheaf oats. 
In earlier years hydrated lime was 
used to keel) 
the 
mice and rats 
away. 
Now’ the only precaution is 
to arrange the outer bundles with 
the butts to 
the 
outside. 
Cats 
also help keep the rats and mice 
away. Sheaf oats which have been 
stored for a year are still in good 
condition. 
J. W. Ross, a Macoupin county 
farmer, feeds each of his mules two 
bundles of oats a day with pasture 
at night. 
He gives song1 corn in 
addition only when they work hard. 
At the college the1 horses are fed 
a bundle oi two of oats a day with 
some grain and hay. 
They eat up 
all the straw, do the work well anil 
keen in good flesh. 
Some farm ers prefer to vary the 
practice a little by cutting the oats 
rather green with the mower and 
then putting them up as hay. Others 
prefci to cut them with the hinder 
when they are nearly ripe enough 
to cut for threshing and cure them 
partially in the shock before they 
aro out in the barn. Sheaf oats are 
easy to handle and convenient to 
count out to the horses or other 
stock in feeding. 


Beef Herd Helps 
Bl. Stock Farm 
Make $3,314 Gross 


Urbana, 111.— Illinois

Urbana, 111., June 27.— One thing 
that fruit growers do not have to do 
in order to m arket 
high 
quality 
fiuit is to 
keep their 
orchards 
clean-cultivated and beautiful, ac­ 
cording to Dr. W. A. Ruth, of the 
pomology division, College of Ag­ 
riculture, University of Illinois. 
In fact, the orchardist who over­ 
does cultivation will 
have to pay 
the price of erosion, which annual­ 
ly takes a toll of valuable surface 
soil. 
This can never he replaced. 
Sheet erosion is serious even on 
gentle slopes. 
“ A clean-cultivated 
and other­ 
wise well-kept orchard is beautiful, 
to be sure, and the more thorough­ 
ly cultivated it is the more beauti­ 
ful it is. 
If there is a good dust 
mulch and not a blade of grass or 
a weed in sight, the orchard is par­ 
ticularly impressive, and the own­ 
er is correspondingly satisfied. 
“ Costly erosion can he controlled, 
but this is not the way to do it. 
The simplest way is to let the grass 
grow, except 
for 
an occasional 
mowing, after one light discing in 
the spring. 
This has been demon­ 
strated in experiments which the 
college has conducted to help far­ 
mers market higher quality crops 
at a wider margin of profit. 
J he 
grass under the older trees can be 
shaded out and water can he con­ 
served 
by 
leaving 
drooping 
branches. 
The 
soil 
immediately 
surrounding young trees should be 
hoed often enough to keep down 
the grass for a distance of about 
two feet from the trunks.”

Slighting Yield Is 
Not Way to Avoid 
Evils of Surplus 


Agriculture has its troublesome 
surpluses, but this is no time to 
reduce them by neglecting yields, 
and slighting other things which 
will reduce the 
cost of what is 
grown, says R. H. Wilcox, of the 
farm organization and management 
department, College 
of Agricul­ 
ture, University of Illinois. 
“The yield 
obtained is among 
the important things influencing 
the cost of growing crops. It may 
often be more profitable to take 
?omp of the poorer land out of cul­ 
tivation putting it back into pas­ 
ture woodlot or other uses, than 
to attempt to farm large acreages 
in a way that will cut the yields 
on the whole area. 
“For instance, farm ers with low 
corn costs last year produced the 
crop for around 35 cents a bushel, 
including a charge for the use of 
land. They were able to keep the 
costs down to this point because 
they had the soil well built up, 
they obtained good yields and they 
worked their land in a thorough, 
yet economical wray. 
“The average 
cost of growing 
corn in east central Illinois was 43 
cents a bushel in 1931, hut on some 
farm s the figure ran up as high 
as 60 cents a bushel. Some of these 
high-cost 
farmers 
worked 
their 
ground and put in their corn clop 
without tile care and thoroughness 
they could have used on the bet­ 
ter land in com. 
“The same total volume of crop 
production on a farm mav be ob­ 
tained by putting from 20 to 25 
per cent of the land in soil build­ 
ing crops such as sweet clover. A 
good rotation which includes leg­ 
umes often im Droves yields 15 to 
25 per cent and at the same time 
does away with the necessity of 
plowing the 20 to 25 per cent of the 
land that is down in the soil-build­ 
ing crops.”

D ear Mr. Clayton: 
Our tom* of central Europe has been finished, and I believe with 
very happy results. Another visit to Milan and a brief .stay in Paris 
before sailing will complete this year’s European visit. 
The perform ances at Salzburg and Munich were interesting, if 
somewhat uneven from tile American point of view. 
We heard some 
good voices and we heard others who were evidently engaged from a 
Utilitarian viewpoint. 
I rallier envy tin* managers here iii one particu­ 
lar, that is that the public goes to opera performances more to hear the 
music than to listen to some great singer. However, there are two ways 
of looking at it and with our own insistence on great singing and fine 
artists. I believe we are doing much to maintain artistic standards even 
thought we have to pay for so doing. 
The Bayreuth season has been very successful. 
Every seat was 
fold as far as I can hear for almost every performance and tho same 
held good in Munich. One decided change was in the lack of foreign 
visitors. The hotels are not full and business is poor in all lines. The 
German government recently put into effect a restriction on Germans 
leaving their country f<<r holidays with a charge of one hundred marks 
per person for the privilege of passing the frontiers. This is preventing 
ninny Germans from going to other countries for their vacations hut it 
has proved a double-edged sword in that the German railways have lost 
a great deal on their through travel. 
Restrictions on the amount of 
money that eau la* obtained from banks have prevented foreign visitors 
from spending iii Germany. 
In Salzburg. I met Claire Dux (Mrs. Charles Swift) and we had a 
nice talk about operatic m atters in general. 
She looks very well and 
will sing iii Berlin in October. 
I have al*o seen several of our artists. Rudolf Boekelmann. liana 
H erm ann Xissen, botte Lehmann, Bene Maison and Charles Hackett 
among them. 
P art of my time in Europe has been taken up with world’s fair mu­ 
sical affairs and I hope to have some definite outline of the work short­ 
ly. Chicago should have a real 
festival 
of 
music 
during the 
fair and I believe it will bi* pos­ 
sible to do tliis in a very inter­ 
esting way. 
We are having an interesting 
visit in Berlin, which has de­ 
veloped 
enormously 
since 
my 
last visit here just before the 
war. 
The 
city, 
which 
now 
ranks as the third largest, gives 
an immediate impression of ef­ 
ficiency and tine management. 
It seems to me tin* cleanest city 
I have ever known. 
Yesterday we heard twelve 
singers of note and several who 
are just beginning their careers. 
The American in d e n ts here as 
well as in Itaiy are much dis­ 
couraged and I think most of 
them will have to return to the

TRAIN FRAUD BILL PASSED

shall “steal or unlawfully take by 
any fraudulent device, scheme or 
gam e” any money or other prop­ 
erty from passengers aboard inter­ 
state passenger trains would be au­ 
thorized under 
a bill 
( S-4095) 
which was passed by the Senate. 
The bill, presented 
by 
Senator 
Robinson of Indiana, 
is in

form of an amendment to statutes 
providing for punishment of thefts 
of freight or express in interstate 
commerce. 
As the bill was taken 
up in the Senate, 
it would have 
made participants “in an ordinary 
card game for IO cents a corner” 
guilty of a crime, according to he 
construction placed upon it by ►“ li­ 
nt or Blaine of Wisconsin.
